1887. there wu held iu Peri, an Inter¬ 
national Workinemen'a Congrewi. which waa the first real international workiqr- 
men a pariiament since the da^a of the old IntemaUonal 'Workingmen'a Aaaocia- 
tiou.

In bis masterly poem, “The I^egend of the Centuries,” his genius sparkling in 
•very line, Victor Hugo, after chronicling the crimes of the cycles, exclaimed 
with the passionate intensity of prophecy fulfilled: “The Nineteenth Century 
■hall be the Century of Humanity.” 

The great Freuch poet may be Quoted with eminent fitness when Socialism 
!■ the theme. The whole trend of his thought was controlled by It; and its 
ideals swept all the rlbrant chords of his poetic genius. Proudly he shared the 
persecution of its pioneers. As long ago as ltW4, in exile, Hugo wrote: 

"The transformation of the crowd into the people—profound task! It is to 
thia labor that the men called Hodallsts have devoted themselves during the 
last forty years. The author of this book, however insignificant he may be. is 
one of the oldest in this labor. If be claims his place among these philosophers, 
U la because It is a place of persecution. A certain hatred of Socialism, very 
blind, but very general, has raged for fifteen or sixteen years and is sill) raging 
most bitterly among the influeutial classes. l.,et it not be forgotten that tnie So¬ 
cialism bas for Its end the elevation of the masses to the civic dignity, and that, 
therefore, its principal care for moral and intellectual cultivation.” 

If, as I believe, the Twentieth century realixes the prophecy of Victor Hugo 
and “bursts full-blossomed on the thorny stem of Time,” as the “Century of Hu¬ 
manity,'* it will be the culmination of the Socialist agitation of the preceding 
century—the fruition of Socialism. 

In the closing years of the last century, following in the wake of the French 
Mvolntiou, the tendencies in Europe wera unmistakably toward what has since 
developed Into mo<Iern Socialism. Of course the early stages were nebulous and 
vague; and the trend was not yet strongly marked or clearly revealed. But as 
the use of steam expanded and Its application to industry became more general, 
with Its inevitable upon the workers nod small tradesioeu. the movement 

waa accelerated io mime form or other, chiefly Utopian, until many years after¬ 
ward, toward the middle of the following century* it was ebrystalixod by the 
genius of Marx, Kngelct, I^asaalle and others who caught the revolutionary current, 
darified it ami sent it circling round tho globe on Us mission of freedom and fra¬ 
ternity. 

The earliest traces of Socialism in tho United States had their, origin in the 
■tream of immigration that flow<Hl from tho old world to tho new and lK>re 
■jpon its bosom the gerum of iliHContcnt engendered by the effete foudaiism of 
Europi'ttu couutritH*. 1 shall nor chronicle the many attempts, covering more 
than half a century, or until about 1S40, to spread Sodalistle or semi-SocInlis- 
tic doctrine among the American people and thus turn tho tide of development 
in that direction. The times were fniitful of social unrest and the many 
•cbemes and dcviws that were proposed, cbiroorical though they were, wer<‘ the 
•nerring signs and symptoms of social gestation, the forerunneni of the mighty 
•bange that was laving hold of governments and instittitions, desttne<l to rt*volu- 
tiouixe them all and level thf human rare upward to the plane of ull-embnieiug 
civillxation. 

Almost eighty years ago UulK‘rt Owen, dreamer, enthusiast and bnraanita- 
rian, camo from England to America, to make the now continent bloKsoin with 
Utopian splendor. His series of experiments in couiniunisiii. dooiniHl to disap¬ 
pointment and fai)un^ arc an interesting study i*i tho early years of the Ameri¬ 
can movement; and although in the light of our preaeut knowItMlge of industrinl 
■volution, his undertHking seems vUlonary and foolish, he did his shan® to re¬ 
move the brash and dispel the fog, and the history of Socialism cannot be writ- 
tea without his name. 

Dt'cidcdly Uws Utopian and more rational, wero the manifestations in the for¬ 
ties when what is called Fourierism playinl Its lnte.*estlng role In America. 

Many of the most intellectual men and women of the day were attratieU to 
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haartily gave it support. Brook Farm, a boantifiil remiuinci'ni'e. tinged with 
malancboly, was founded near Bos'ou iu 1841. Among the many illustrious

inary statement" the members said that the work they had undertaken was "not 
a mere resolution, hut a necessary step in the progress which no one can Ik blind 
enough to think has yet reache4l its limit." 

Furtbermons said they: “We l>olIcvo that humanity, trained by tht>se long 
centuries of suffering and straggle, led on bv so many saints and heroes and 
■ages, is at length prt'pared to enter into that universal order toward w'hieh it 
bas perpetually moved. Thus • • • we deelare that the impenitive duty of 
thia time and this country, nay, more, that its only salvation and the salvation 
of civilised countries, lies in the reorganization of society according to the un¬ 
changing law’s of human nature aud of universal harmony." 

These passagia evince a wonderfully clear perception for that time and 
would requir*' littio remodeling to fit them for a modern scientific Socialist plat¬ 
form. 

The closing paragraph is worthy to l>c preserved in Socialist literature. It 
voices in lofty strain the faith of the itrook farmers in the realisation of their 
hopes and aspirations. Here it is: “And w’hotever may be the result of any 
ap^al efforts, we can never doubt that the object we have In view shall be final¬ 
ly attained; that human life shall yet be developed, not in discord and misery, 
bat in harmony and Joy, and that the perfected earth shall at last bear on ber 
bosom a race of men worthy of the name.” 

l%is was written in January, 1844, and tho whole document bears evidence 
of the robust development of Boclalist thought. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson wrote: "And truly, I honor the generous ideas of 
the SMialists, the maniificence of their theories and the enthusiasm with which 
they have b<*en urged. 

Albert Brisbane, Parice Goodwin and Horace Greeley, the latter the most 
unique and in many rr*apects the most clear-sighteii and practical, were command¬ 
ing figures in that day. All of the i bad the revolutionary blood tingling in their 
veins—all perceived more or less clearly tho drift of the period-the inevitahle 
tendency toward collectivism and industrial freedom. 

In the meantime Marx aud his coadjutors were clearing the murky atmos- 

S bere of the old world. They were exploring for the foundation of tfaiugs and 
•covered it in “the knaterialistic conception of history,” the working basis of So- 
ciilist a<*tivity throughout the worlil. From this time forward the movement 
had a acieutinc foundation, the scattered and contentious factious w’ere gradu- 
ally, united aud harmonixed, and Socialism became a diklinet and recognised fac¬ 
tor in the political and industrial destiny of mankind. 

Taking Inspiration from the European plooeeps, and ndnforoed by the So¬ 
cialists w'ho crosseil the water and at once began tho proselyting juwparablo 
from their philosophy, the Americans took heart; they prosecuted their la^rs 
with renewed seal, they scattered tho seed near and far and their doctrines 
struck root in American soli. ^ 

Albert Brisbane was ^ne of the heroic fignres in inspiring and directing 
the American movement. He waa a pronounced Socialist and as eariy as 1840 
act forth his views in a volume entitlwl “Social Destiny of Man; or Association 
and Reorganisation of Industry." In this work he made a strong plea for co¬ 
operative industry and “an equitable distribution of profits to each individual. 

Without wishing to disparoge any of the men of that period by Invidious 
comparison, the pr^lgious personality, the charming simplicity, coupled with the 
keen insight and intense earnestnesa of Horace Greeley command special admi- 
ntlon. The importance of Greeley’s influence in the earlv history of Socialism 
in America, w'hen hate and jicrsecution were aroused by the very term, has ne%*- 
cr yet been i .*coguiz^, and the writer takes this <>cca8ion to pay to our later 
Franklin’s" memory the bumble tribute of bis gratitude and love. 

Parton, the biographer of Greeley, said; “The subject of all Greeley’a ora- 
^-ory is one alone: U is ever the same; the object of bis public life is single. It 
U the ’EMANCIPATION OF LABOR,’ iU emancipation from ignorance, vice, 
aervitude, insecurity, poverty. This is bis chosen. ONL\ theme, whether he 
speaks from the platform or writes for the Tribnne." 

Horace Greeley waa in the true senso a LABOR LEADEIL He was the 
first president of Typographical Union, No. G, of New lork City, and took ad¬ 
vance ground on every question that affected the interests of the working

SOCIALISM VERSUS SECTARIANISM. 

We note with interest the growing ad 
vocacy of sane Socialistic proiiuganda 
by Quelch of thu utllcial Journal of tho 
British Social Democratic Federation, 
the London .lustlce. .Vud the more so, 
aince the fwleratiou has long been reck¬ 
oned as occupying relatively the sains 
place among the English bociulist pat 
ties as does the b.

Or are we for a narrow aectnnumsm. 
contenting itsedf with academic disserta¬ 
tions on abstract theories and the dchi i- 
tion of rigid formulae, and wrapiwd in 
its own self-BUfflciency aa in a garment 
These are quustions that are iiressing for 
settlement, he says, and which require 
to be answered in a practical and definite 
fashion. And he laiinta out that nevey 
was there a greater necsl in England for 
a strong Socialist working class political 
party, nor belter opportunities for such a 
party thau at the present lime. The Lib¬ 
eral party, he claims, while it can scarce¬ 
ly be claimed to be dead, has still ceascil 
to lie of any account whatever, and be 
believes that there is great opportunity 
for the Social Democrats to become a 
vital force in the affairs of the nation, if 
they can take a more progressive alti¬ 
tude. _

Tliey governed tbeinHclves; tlint 
is, they obeyed individiialiy and co)b.*ct- 
Ively llie dictated of jiistic«*. reason and 
decency: and they ehosi* ndministrutors

I say. was tiie 
original America; and I have always be 
ii>*ved that, mtitntis mutandis, to that wt 
would loK well as ought to) conic again 
when ail this rigiiiartdc and diabolical 
disorder which wt* iiavi* in the long iu 
terim Itroiight upon ourM‘iv(*s has in't-n 
tlcH.'lari.Kl uusati*>fact<try aud b(H*n fimiily 
done away with. 

AN INDl STRIAL DEMOCRACY. 

The soul of the tnie America is iiow.i 
as at first it was, StK'inlisin—or I don’t! 
miud cuding It Industrial D<*mocracy, if 
you prefer—und thtMigh during the past 
century or two we have grown uikui our 
clean bmly nil manner of goitres, cur- 
biiiiclea and cancers, lejiruHicH and small¬ 
pox pustules, outcome of our spiritual 
sina of capitalism, uligarchies, trusts, 
bossL's. civic iudifferenceH, diid the like, 
that true und iimlieiiable soul will at 
lust avouch iiseif. and rt*store our priiiii- 
tivo hmltiiy couiplexioii. 

You will not, liowcver. understand me 
us adventuring any spL*ciul propht*»y as 
regards this visible and palitiiil place we 
cull the United States; ft»r aught 1 can 
tell, that may b«* going straight to the 
di*ril. Rut the fact that America Is a 
spiritual pnqiositioii implios that it may 
Im-couk* iiiciiruute anywhere; in Turkey, 
Tibet, Morocco, New Zeulaml. any tdd 
t»r young place, utvording as the mortal 
clay ^’herewith it is to bo clatl, fits it. 
The only reason we liuvc for cxpei'liiig 
the ciiib^imetit shall be here rntliep tbnn 
elsewliere is. that this iHintineut is not 
cncumbcriil with any past steeped in tra¬ 
ditions that have to be disowned and 
errors that must be rectified. We be- 
gHii ou virgin soil, nud practically in the 
ppi'seiit; nil t»ur virtues aud sins are of 
today, and tlicrefore we have a better 
chance than others of developing the for¬ 
mer and sloughing off the latter. Re- 
siaes, all we have dt»iie or suffered has 
been tho corollary of evolution—or. 1 
Would rather say, of normal progression. 

America is <*ertuiii, here or elsewhere, 
to exist, and to oust nml supplant every¬ 
thing oliM* in the way of human soidetv. 
It is significant that we are physically a 
conglomerate of all ni<*«*8 and nations: 
there is no seuw* iu our calling ourst'Ivcs 
a nation, except ns n superficial ooiivcn- 
icoce; otlrcr nations are hnst*d either on 
race or on a natural division or nimlifi- 
CRtion thereof: bnt we are THE GREAT 
MONGREL OF TIME.

I saw directly that this col* 
lectivist idea was the very thing I bad 
lK*en looking fur, that it was juster, sim¬ 
pler and more p<*rfe<*t than my own 
M'heme. and that it was very different 
from what I bad believed Socialism to 
bt*. 

"Therefore I w*as a Socialist and said 
so. 

"I do not know* that I have anything 
to add to this highly unltiteri'siing ac¬ 
count. except that I am a Socialist still. 
Huii always shall \h\ aud that I cannot 
iinileriitnnd why other iKHiple arc not So* 
c-ialists also when Socialism is so wise, 
so just, and—so easy to undersiand. But 
all progress is slow. The British arc 
a level'beadi'd an<l practi<*al ta-opU*. but 
they cannot help it, and we have got to

Tho Socialist party of America, In na¬ 
tional convention assembled, reaffirms its 
adherence to the principles of Interna¬ 
tional Socialism, and declares its aim to 
b« the organization of the working class, 
and those in sympathy with it, into a 
political party, with tho object of con¬ 
quering tW powers of government ami 
using them for the purpose of transform¬ 
ing the present system of private owiu'r- 
shlp of the means of production and dis¬ 
tribution into collective ownership by the 
entire people. 

Formerly tbe tools of production wer^ 
simple and owned by the individual 
worker. 'Foday the machine, which is 
imt an improved an«l more develop**'! 
tool of production, is owned by the c^»- i 
talists aud not by the workers. This 
ownership enables the capitalists to con- 
tnd the product an'd keep the workers 
dependent upon them. 

Frivato ownership of the means of 
duction and distribution is responsible 
for the ever-increasing uncertainty of 
livelihood aud the poverty and misery of 
tho workers, and it divides society into 
two hostile classes—the capitalists and 
wage-workers. ITie once powerful mid¬ 
dle class Is rapidly disappearing in the 
mill of competition. ITie struggle is now 
between the capitalist class and tbe 
working class. Tho possession of the 
means of livelihood gives to the capital¬ 
ists the control of tho government, the 
press, the pulpit and tho schoo!?:. and en- 
nblea them to reduce the working men 
to a slate of intellectual, physical and 
social inferiority, political subservience 
and virtual slavery. 

The economic interests of the capitalist 
class dominate our entire social system; 
the lives of the working class are reck¬ 
lessly sacrificed for profit, wars are fo- 
mi'uted between nations, indiscriminate 
slaughter is encourage*! and the destrnc- 
tion of whole races is sanctioned in order 
that the capitalists may extend their 
commercial dominion abroad and en¬ 
hance their snprerocay at home. 

Hut tho same economic causes which 
developed capitalism are leading to So¬ 
cialism. which will abolish both the capi¬ 
talist class and tbe class of wage work¬ 
ers. And tbe active force in bringiag 
about this new and higher order of so¬ 
ciety is the working class. All other 
classes, despite their apparent or actual 
conflicts, are alike interest(*d in tbe up¬ 
holding of tbe system of private owner¬ 
ship of the instruments of w'oalth produc¬ 
tion. The Democratic. Republican, the 
iKiurgeois public ownership parties. an*l 
all other parties which d*' not stand for 
tbe complete overthrow* of the caiptalist 
system of prodnetion. are alike political 
repres**ntatives of tbe capitalist class. 

The workers can roost effectively act 
as a class in their struggle against the 
collective powers of 'capitalism, by con¬ 
stituting toemselvos into a political par¬ 
ty, distinct from and opposed to all par¬ 
ties formed by tbe pre^rtied classes. 

While we declare that the development 
of economic conditions tends to tbe over¬ 
throw of the capitalist system, we recog¬ 
nise that the time and manner of tbe 
transition of Socialism also depend npon 
the stage of development reached by the 
proletariat We, therefore, consider it 
of the utmost importance for the 
cialist party to support all active efforta 
of the working class to better its condi¬ 
tion and to elect Socialists to political 
offices, in order to facilitate tbe attain- 
men of this end. 

At sneb means we advocate: 

1. Tbe collective ownership of all 
means of trsosportation and cornmnni- 
cation and all other public utilities as 
well as of all indnstriea controlled by 
monopolies, trusts and combines. No 
part of the revenue therefrom to ^ 
osed on the rednetiop of the taxes of 


the capitalist class, but the entire rev¬ 
enue to be applied first, to the Increase 
of wages and shortening. of the hours 
of labor of tbe employe**®, and then to 
the improv**inent of the service and di¬ 
minishing the rates to tlie consumers. 

2. The progr**ssive redtielion of the 
hours of laiMjr in proi>*>rtion to the in¬ 
creasing facilities of production, to de- 
cr**a8e the share of the capitalist class 
and to increase the share of the workers 
in the product of their lnl»or, 

3. 8late or national in.*<iir;inro of work¬ 
ing pe<iple in case of acci*It*nts, lack of 
employment, sltkiiesB and wanl in old 
ag**. the revenue therefor to he derived 
fr<»m the governrant. 

Til** inauguration of a system of 
public- industri**® for the »*niploymont of 
the uni*mployed, the public cr*Mlit to be 
I utilized f*>r th.ii purfios**. In order that 
tm* workers nuiy receive the product of 
their toil. 

5. Tin* etiucotion of all children up to 
thi* age of 18 years, and state and nin- 
nicip.ll aid for books, eloihing and food. 

Kqiinl civil and political rights for 
men and worn**!]. 

7. 'ITie initiative and rofererdum. pr*v 
Iiortional r«*pr**scntatIon and the right of 
recall of repri*Hentative8 by their constit¬ 
uents. 

But in making these demands ns stops 
m the ovtTlIirow of capitalism and in the 
estnhhshmenl of th** co-operative com- 
nionwealth, we warn the p**of)le against 
the public ownership demands made by 
npiialistic political parties, which always 
r**suU in p«*rpetiiating me capitalist sya- 
tJ'Hi through the eonipromisc or defect of 
(he So<*ialiat revolution.
